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United Kingdom Overseas Trade 
Again Distorted by Strikes 


HE DOCK STRIKE of October 1954 caused a severe distortion in the monthly figures of both 

the export and import trade of the United Kingdom, which persisted — particularly on the 

export side — in the first quarter of 1955. The further dock strike lasting from May 23 to July 3, 
and other strikes affecting the movement of goods in the same period, have considerably affected the 
trade figures for June and will undoubtedly continue to do so for some months to come. Analysis of 
the trends in United Kingdom trade by comparison with preceding months and with the previous 
year has thus been rendered virtually impossible, and is likely to remain so until the effects of the 
latest strike can be considered to have worked themselves out. 


Trade in June 


United Kingdom exports in June amounted to {157-0 million. This was £90 million (36 per cent.) 
lower than the average for April and May. June exports might be expected to be slightly 
lower, but nearly all the fall must be attributed to the strike, Total United Kingdom exports in the 
second quarter were 12 per cent. below the first quarter, but this comparison is affected not only by 
the reduction caused by the dock strike in June but also by the carry over from the October dock 
strike which helped to raise the first quarter’s figures. Total United Kingdom exports in the first half 
of 1955 -—in which period the effects of these two stoppages partially offset one another, although the 
reduction in June was considerably the more severe of the two ~ were 3} per cent. above the first 
half of 1954. 

Imports in June amounted to £294-0 million, 1 per cent. higher than in May, but 3 per cent. 
lower than the average for April and May. Total imports in the second quarter were 11 per cent. lower 
than in the first quarter. Imports in the first half of 1955 as a whole, however, were 14 per cent. 
higher than in the first half of 1954. It appears that imports recorded in June were much less severely 
affected by the strike than the export figures, but that nevertheless they might well have shown a 
more marked increase over May but for the strike. 

Re-exports in June at £8-1 million were about the same as in April and May, but over £2 million 
less than the monthly average in the first quarter. 

The excess of imports, valued c.i.f., over exports and re-exports, valued f.0.b., was £128-9 million 
in June and £74-1 million a month in the second quarter, compared with £77: *1 million a month 
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23 July 1955 
in the first quarter. For the first half of 1955 the visible trade defici 
was £75°6 million a month compared with £458 million in the firs 
half of 1954.

Prices and Volume 


With prices showing little change between the first halves of 1954 
and 1955, the increase in the value of exports was matched by a very 
similar increase in the volume, which is provisionally estimated at 
5 per cent. greater. Import prices were some 5 per cent. higher on 
average in January/June 1955 than a year earlier and the 14 per cent. 
increase in value corresponded to an increase in volume of imports 
provisionally estimated at about one-tenth. The terms of trade, 
although showing some improvement in recent months compared 
with the beginning of this year, were some 4 points less favourable 
in the first half year as a whole than in the corresponding period of 
1954. 


Area Pattern of Trade 


One of the most striking features of the area distribution of trade 
in June compared with the average of April/May was the impact of 
the transport strikes on exports to the sterling area, which absorbed 
three-fifths of the fall in exports for the month. A similar effect was

noticed following the October dock strike. Total exports to sterling 
countries in June were valued at only £71 million, 43 per cent. less 
than the rate in the previous two months. Shipments to Australia 
suffered most, being £12 million down, while exports to India were 
£6 million less and to both South Africa and New Zcaland they were 
£54 million down. Imports from the sterling area in June, amounting 
to £120 million, were 54 per cent. below the April/May average, with 
the result that the visible trade deficit with that area rose from £3 
million a month in April/May to £49 million in June. 

Shipments to the non-sterling world in June fared rather better 
than sterling exports; at £94 million they were 28 per cent. below 
the average rate in the previous two months. Total exports to the 
dollar area fell by a little over a third, however, to £23 million in June. 
Trade with North America in particular was severely disturbed by 
the stoppages at the northern ports; shipments to Canada, which had 
moved sharply upwards in May from the low level of the last year or 
so, fell in June to only £6 million, and while exports to the United 
States were less affected, the June figure (totalling £124 million) 
was 20 per cent. lower than in April/May. Imports from the dollar 
area fell in June by only 4 per cent. to £61 million, and exceeded 
total exports by nearly £38 million, £10 million more than the average 
in the preceding two months. 


The transport stoppages seem to have had comparatively little 
effect on imports from non-sterling O.E.E.C. countries and their 
dependencies in June, arrivals being 7 per cent. above the April/May 
level. The proximity of the Continent perhaps facilitated the re- 
routing of the smaller cargo vessels to ports not affected by the strikes. 
Exports to O.E.E.C. countries also held up better than the average in 
June; totalling nearly £54 million they were 22 per cent. below the 
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April/May rate. The virtual balance of our trade with O.E.E.C. 
countries in recent months was nevertheless upset in June, when 
imports exceeded total exports by over £24 million, more than five 
times the deficit recorded for visible trade in April/May. Exports to 
the rest of the non-sterling world (£17 million) were one-third lower 
in June than in April/May, but again imports fell by a lesser amount 
(11 per cent., to £35 million) and the trade deficit rose by almost 
one-half to nearly £18 million. 

In the first six months of 1955, both imports and exports were 
almost certainly rather lower than they would have been but for 
transport dislocations, but the period as a whole provides a basis 
of comparison with the first half of 1954. On the export side there 
was an increase of £84 million a month this year, of which £3} 
million a month went to the sterling area. Higher shipments to 
Australia and New Zealand accounted for over half the rise, and the 
other independent members except Pakistan also increased their 
purchases from the United Kingdom. Iron and steel, road vehicles 
and chemicals were amongst the export goods doing particularly well. 

In the non-sterling world, little headway was made in the dollar 
area between the two six-monthly periods. Improved exports to the 
United States, reflecting the resurgence of industrial and business 
activity there after the recession, was almost counterbalanced by a 
reduction in shipments to Canada. The continuing high level of 
industrial production and prosperity in Western Europe, coupled 
with further measures for the liberalization of trade, resulted in a 
modest increase of over £2 million a month in our exports to the 
non-sterling O.E.E.C. countries and their dependencies between

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the first half of 1954 and January/June last. Machinery other than 
electric, metal manufactures and iron and steel figured prominently. 
Exports to the rest of the world also rose by over £2 million a month 
between the two half years, with increases to the Soviet Union and 
Finland and all Middle East markets. 

On the import side of the account, more than half of the increase 
so far this year over January/June 1954 was in arrivals from the dollar 
area which were nearly £21 million a month (46 per cent.) more 
in 1955. There have been heavy imports from North America of 
cereals, animal feeding stuffs, wood pulp and paper manufactures, 
timber, chemicals, metal ores and scrap, iron and steel, non-ferrous 
metals, machinery other than electric, and coal. Imports from 
O.E.E.C. countries were also substantially more in the first half of 
1955 than a year earlier, showing a 15 per cent. rise to over £75 
million a month. Higher imports of bacon, margarine, timber, wood 
pulp and paper manufactures, machinery other than electric, and coal 
contributed to the increase. Arrivals from the rest of the non-sterling 
world were £5 million a month (nearly 15 per cent.) more this year, 
with heavier imports of, amongst other commodities, meat, plywood 
and non-ferrous base metals. The smallest proportionate increase in 
imports in the first half of 1955 was in arrivals from the sterling area 
which rose by only 2 per cent. compared with a year ago. The big 
increase in the value of tea and rubber imports this year, together 
with larger arrivals of live animals, meat, cereals, tobacco and grey 
cotton cloth, was partly counterbalanced by lower imports of oil seeds 
and nuts and of raw wool and raw cotton. 


Except in the case of the sterling area, imports rose more than 
exports in January/June compared with a year ago, and thereby 
increased the visible export trade deficits with the dollar area, O.E.E.C. 
countries, and other non-sterling countries. There was a slight improve- 
ment, on the other hand, in the United Kingdom's adverse balance 
of trade with the sterling area. 


Commodity Pattern of Trade 
Exports 


The decrease in exports in June, compared with the April/May 
monthly average, was the same for engineering products as a whole 
as for all United Kingdom exports (36 per cent. down). Within the 
engineering field, the reduction fell most severely upon railway 
vehicles, machinery and road vehicles, and least severely on ships and 
boats, scientific instruments, etc., and aircraft. This result was, no 
doubt, due to the heavier and bulkier nature of the goods most affected, 
while those which suffered less were lighter or smaller or could be 
despatched without recourse to dock installations. 


Of the products most affected, exports of railway vehicles fell to 
£14 million in June, less than half the average of the previous two 
months, while machinery showed a fall of two-fifths compared with 
April/May. Shipments of machinery other than electric amounted to 
less than £25 million, £16 million below the April/May monthly 
average; reductions were general throughout the division, varying 
about the average rate of 39 per cent. Exports of electric machinery, 
apparatus, etc., in June, at nearly £10 million, were over £6} million 
less than the monthly average rate of shipment in the first two months 


‘of the quarter; again the reductions were widely spread amongst the 


various types of goods. Shipments of road vehicles, which had averaged 
nearly £27 million a month in April/May, fell by £10 million (37 per 
cent.) in June; exports of cars and chassis (£74 million in June) 
were a little less affected than those of commercial vehicles and chassis 
(£44 million). Amongst the engineering products less affected in 
June, exports of ships and boats (nearly £4 million) were under 
one-quarter below the average rate of the previous two months and 
the same applied to goods in the scientific instruments, etc., division. 
Exports of aircraft amounted to £34 million in June, almost equal to 
the monthly rate in April/May; exports in the second quarter totalled 
over £2 million more than in the first quarter of this year. 


Exports in the metals divisions in June were in the aggregate not 
much more than half as much as the April/May monthly average. 
Shipments of iron and steel fell by £6 million, to £7} million in June, 
while exports in the manufactures of metals division, at £7 million 
in June, were 52 per cent. below the April/May figure, lower ship- 
ments of arms and ammunition accounting for over half of the fall. 
Exports of ‘other manufactures’ fell in June in much the same ratio 
as all United Kingdom exports, but shipments of chemicals suffered 
a more-than-average decline of over two-fifths compared with 
April/May, to under £12 million; again the bulky nature of some of 
the cargoes was perhaps the limiting factor. 


Textiles, including wool tops, also sustained an above-average fall 
of 41 per cent. from the April/May level; exports in June were valued 
at a little over £17 million. The incidence of the dock strike at the 
northern ports of Hull, Manchester and Merseyside, where in the 
aggregate less than half the labour force was at work during the 
stoppage, probably explains the comparatively severe effect on textiles. 
Shipments of cotton goods were the most reduced, by 43 per cent., 
and amounted to less than £5 million in June. Exports in the other 
textile divisions were not so much affected; in particular, shipments of 
wool yarns and fabrics, at £44 million, were less than one-third lower 
in June than in the previous two months, but on the other hand exports 
of wool tops were nearly three-fifths down. 

Amongst other classes of exports, shipments of food, beverages and 
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tobacco were only one-sixth lower in June than in April/May, with 
whisky and tobacco well maintained; shipments of whisky to the 
United States in June (£2 million) were equal to the rate in the first 
two months of the quarter. Exports of basic materials were one-third 
dovmn in June, but shipments in the mineral fuels and lubricants class 
were only about one-seventh below the April/May level. Exports of 
coal, at less than £4 million, were one-fifth lower than in April/May, 
whilst petroleum and petroleum products were only one-tenth down, 
perhaps because of direct loading into tankers at the refineries. 
Exports of goods by postal packages were also two-fifths less in June 
than the monthly rate in April/May. 


The average rate of export in the first half of this year is thought, 
as mentioned above, to be less than it would have been but for the 
dock strikes. Nevertheless, exports of the main classes of manufactures, 
with the exception of textiles, achieved increases compared with the 
first six months of 1954. Exports of engineering products were nearly 
£4 million a month (44 per cent.) more this year, with improvements 
in each division except railway vehicles. Shipments of machinery 
other than electric, at £37 million a month, were £14 million a month 
more, increases to the Soviet Union, Finland and Belgium being

particularly notable, although North America and Australia took less. 
In the road vehicles and aircraft division, where exports approached 
£28 million a month in the first six months of this year, nearly half 
of the increase over a year ago was accounted for by cars; shipments 
were worth £} million a month more this year, and 10,000 more cars 
have been exported so far in 1955 than in the corresponding period 
last year. Australia, New Zealand and South Africa were the foremost 
purchasers but exports to Sweden and North America were less than 
a year ago. Commercial vehicles also did well, exports increasing by 
over £4 million a month in January/June compared with the first half 
of 1954, with the southern Dominions again the chief markets. 
Exports of aircraft rose by £0-3 million a month between the two 
periods. 


Exports of metals averaged £31 million a month in the first half 
of this year, nearly one-tenth more than a year ago. Shipments of 
iron and steel, at nearly £13 million a month, were over £1 million 
a month more, Australia, New Zealand and Spain taking increased 
amounts while Canada took less. Manufactures of metals also showed 
a rise of £1 million a month mainly because of higher exports of 
arms and ammunition. Shipments of ‘other manufactures,’ at £44 
million a month in the last six months, were 94 per cent. above the 
level of a year earlier. Chemicals were the largest contributor to this 
rise, exports increasing by £2 million a month between the two 
periods to a monthly average of nearly £19 million. The chief 
improvements were in shipments to Australia, New Zealand and 
France. 


Exports of textiles, on the other hand, declined between the two 
half years by nearly £3 million a month; including wool tops, they 
have amounted to a little over £28 million a month so far this year. 
Shipments of cotton yarns and fabrics suffered most, declining by 
over £1} million a month to a monthly average below £8} million 
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in 1955; Australia and South Africa were the markets mainly affected. 
Exports of synthetic fibre yarns and fabrics were also lower in 1955 


but shipments of wool yarns and fabrics and tops and other textile 
goods held up well. 


In the other classes, exports of food, beverages, and tobacco and 
of basic materials were somewhat higher in January/June than in 
the same period of 1954. Exports of mineral fuels and lubricants, 
on the other hand, were over £1 million a month less this year; 
shipments of coal, at £5 million a month, were 12 per cent. down, 
while exports of petroleum and petroleum products fell by 9 per cent. 
to £6} million a month. 


Re-exports 

Re-exports in June, at £8-1 million, were less than 3 per cent. 
below the April/May average and were apparently little affected by 
transport difficulties. Re-exports for the second quarter averaged 
£8:2 million a month, nearly £2} million a month less than the rate 
in the first quarter which probably contained some overspill from 
the October dock strike. 


In the first half of 1955, re-exports were 5 per cent. more than in 
the corresponding period of 1954. Re-exports of undressed hides and 
skins were £4} million a month more this year but re-exports of raw 
wool declined by nearly £200,000 a month between the two periods, 
partly because of lower prices. Re-exports of chemicals were £200,000 
a month more in 1955 than in the first half of last year, but re-exports 
of non-ferrous base metals so far this year have been only 16 per 
cent. of their value a year ago, mainly due to a fall in the quantity of 
copper shipped abroad for refining. Re-exports of tea fell by 29 per 
cent. in quantity, but owing to higher prices the decline in value of 
the shipments was only 4 per cent. 


Imports 

Although total imports in June were 3 per cent. lower than the 
average of April and May, there were fairly widely different variations 
in the different classes of goods. Some variations might normally 
be expected, but the probably differing impact of the strikes on various 
commodities is an additional factor on this occasion. 


Imports of food, beverages and tobacco were £4-4 million (4 per 
cent.) and of basic materials £9-1 million (10 per cent.) below the

April/May average. Imports of manufactures were, however, only 
£1-1 million (2 per cent.) lower and imports of mineral fuels and 
lubricants at £38-6 million were £5-5 million (17 per cent.) higher. 


At £11-0 million, imports of coffee, cocoa, tea and spices were 
£2-0 million below the April/May average and £17-1 million below 
the very high monthly level of the first quarter. Imports of feeding 
stuffs for animals and food wastes at £2-3 million were also lower 
than in the earlier months of the year. Imports of tobacco were, how- 
ever, £2-5 million higher than the average in April/May. 

In the basic materials class imports of wood and cork in June 
showed a seasonal rise to £14-5 million (£3-7 million above the 
April/May average). Imports of wool and animal hair (excluding 
wool tops) at £14-9 million were, however, £2-2 million lower than 
in April/May, and there was an even s fall in imports of cotton 
from £9-4 million a month in April/May to £5-3 million in June. 
Imports of animal and vegetable oils were also lower in June at 
£3-5 million compared with £6-2 million a month in April/May.

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Coal imports at £5-9 million showed little change from the preceding 
months, but there was an increase of £5-6 million compared with 
April/May in petroleum and petroleum products (£32-6 million in 
June); the dock strike probably had little effect on the discharging of 
cargoes of these commodities. 


Imports of chemicals in June (£7-7 million) were £1°6 million 
below the April/May average. Imports of cotton yarn and fabrics 
at £1-4 million were also £700,000 lower than in April/May and 
miscellaneous textile manufactures were £900,000 lower. Imports of 
non-ferrous base metals at £18-6 million were, however, higher but 
were still {1-3 million lower than the monthly rate in the first quarter. 
Imports of iron and steel, at £7°5 million, were £1-9 million higher 
than in the first quarter. Other categories of manufactured goods 
showed only relatively small changes from the earlier months of the 
second quarter. 


Total imports in the first half of 1955 were £229 million (14 per 
cent.) greater than in the corresponding period of 1954. Food, 
beverages and tobacco were £86 million (13 per cent.) higher, cereals 
increasing by £46 million, feeding stuffs for animals by £11 million, 
meat and live animals by £17 million, and tea by £25 million. There 
were declines of £13 million in imports of dairy products and £10 
million in imports of sugar and sugar preparations. 


Imports of basic materials increased by £17 million (3 per cent.) 
between the two half years. There were increases of £134 million in 
imports of rubber (mainly due to the increase in the price of natural 
rubber), £10 million for wood and cork, £10} million for pulp and 
waste paper and £6 million for metalliferous ores and metal scrap. 
These increases were, however, partly offset by a decline in the value 
of imports of cotton (£124 million), of oil seeds, nuts and kernels 
(£11 million), and of raw wool (£84 million, almost wholly due to 
lower prices.) 
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Imports of coal rose from £24 million in the first half of 1954 to 
£334 million in the first half of 1955. Imports of petroleum and 
petroleum products were £74 million higher (5 per cent.). 

Imports of manufactures were in total £90 million (27 per cent.) 
higher in first half 1955 than in first half 1954. There were fairly 
general increases in this class, small declines in imports of leather, 
synthetic fibre yarns and woven fabrics, railway vehicles, and 
road vehicles and aircraft, being the principal exceptions. The biggest 
increases were in iron and steel (£234 million) and non-ferrous metals 
(£244 million) — of which copper £16 million (almost wholly due to 
higher prices) and aluminium and alloys £6 million. Imports of 
chemicals were £8 million higher, wood and cork manufactures £7} 
million higher (of which plywood £34 million), paper and paper 
manufactures £7} million higher and machinery (including electric) 
£11 million higher. Imports of cotton yarns and woven fabrics 
increased by £34 million (38 per cent.). 

Detailed particulars of United Kingdom imports, exports and re-exports 
were published on July 20* and further analysis of the figures will be found 
in the form of tables in the monthly Report on Overseas Trade for Augustt 
due to be published on or about August 18. 

The table on page 194 shows summary figures for imports and United 
Kingdom exports, while the tables on pages 195 and 196 give figures of 
some of the more important commodities of our trade both by value and 
by quantity.

Note. These Trade Accounts figures differ from those for visible trade 
in the balance of payments, where imports are entered f.0.b. and insurance 
and freight, in so far as they are paid abroad, are included in invisible 
expenditure. There are also significant differences in timing and coverage 
between the two sets of figures. 


Import and Export Prices in June 


WHILE the import price index at 103 (1954 = 100) was unchanged 
in June for the third successive month, the index of export prices 
increased by one point to 102 and, consequently, the terms of trade — 
the ratio of import to export prices —- improved to 101. 

The index for imports of food, beverages and tobacco remained 
at 101, also for the third successive month. Increased prices for some 
kinds of fruit were offset by reductions in tea and cocoa prices. 


Among exports a slight rise in prices occurred fairly generally 
throughout the range of manufactured goods, but the increases were 
more marked in machinery and metal manufactures than in textiles. 

The Board of Trade Journal of March 26, 1955, explains the method 
of calculation of these index numbers and shows figures from January 
1953 on the base 1954 = 100.

The reports and discussion on the fourth subject, ‘Human Relations 
and their Role in increasing Productivity,’ made it possible to produce 
the following ideas: 

Attempts have already been made in various countries on the in- 
dustrial level with a view to the developing of good human relations 
in order to increase productivity. 


It seemed particularly necessary 


(a) to find a solution to the mutual distrust which too often exists 
at the present time between employers and workers by the 
following methods: 

By utilizing all the possible methods on the national and 
international level to ensure an economic policy of full 
employment, eliminating in this way the most important 
problem — unemployment. 

While waiting for this condition to be met measures 
should be taken to aid in the re-adaptation and movement of 
workers rendered unemployed, this particularly so that the 
indispensable modernization of the industry will not be 
hindered. 

By attempting to secure mutual understanding by giving 
information and by a frank and loyal exchange of views on the 
economic and social level, and also on the problems of the 
firm, in order that mutual distrust may give way to the 
confidence which is the necessary basis of human relations 
and of productivity. This should take place at all levels of the 
enterprise, of the industry and of the nation. 

By allowing the workers to benefit from the improvement 
of conditions of work in the firm which is possible due to 
technical progress (easier work, elimination of all abnormal 
causes of fatigue, etc.). 

(b) By integrating the worker into the enterprise by giving him 
an interest in his own work, in that of the workshop, in the 
problems of the firm, and in those of the whole industry. 

The improvements resulting from an increase in productivity 
should benefit workers, firms and consumers. Human relations should 
not only be considered as a method for increasing productivity but 
as an end in themselves. 

The following general conclusion was therefore reached: that the 
structure of the textile industry which includes a large number of 
small and medium sized firms makes it particularly necessary that 
efforts of all kinds which aim to increase productivity should be carried 
out in common by groups of firms or by trade organizations. 

It also appeared that co-operation on the European level for actions 
aiming at the increase of productivity could most usefully take the 
form of a wide exchange of information. For this reason the par- 
ticipants in the Congress suggested: 


The organization of regular contacts between those who are 
responsible for increased productivity in the textile industry 
in Member countries; 

That productivity missions composed of representatives of 
employers, wage earners and productivity technicians of one or 
more European countries should be organized; 

That the diffusion from country to country of technical 
assistance reports or other productivity studies should be improved 
with the help of the competent national organizations and the 
technical press, and by the translation of the necessary summaries 
and resumes; 

That there should be continuous compilation and publication 
by the European Productivity Agency of a list of reports and 
productivity studies published in the different countries. 

It was widely recognized that the formation of a broad European 
market, if it were to come into being, would facilitate increased 
productivity in the European textile industry. 


The participants in the Congress requested that the Textiles 
Committee of the O.E.E.C. and its Productivity Working Party 
should keep in touch with developments in those fields where 
recommendations have been made, and maintain the necessary 
contacts to this end with the employers’ and workers’ representatives. 

They also hoped that the conclusions should be made available 
to government and interested trade circles in the various European 
countries. 
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First European Congress on Productivity in the 
Textiles Industry 


THE FIRST EUROPEAN CONGRESS on Productivity in the Textiles 
Industry was held at Ostend, Belgium, from July 6 to 8. It was organ- 
ized by the European Productivity Agency of the Organization for 
European Economic Co-operation at the request of the Textile 
Committee of the Organization who considered that the present 
situation in the textile industry in Western Europe required a very 
vigorous effort in order to increase its productivity. The Belgian 
Productivity Centre was also associated with the Congress. 


The Congress was attended by almost 200 delegates from 12 
countries, the number of delegates from each of the major textile 
countries in Europe being limited to 30. The International Labour 
Office and the International Federations of Textile Workers’ Associa- 
tions also sent representatives. 


After an inaugural session at which delegates were welcomed and 
the background to the Congress outlined, the Congress was opened 
by Mr. Robert Delerive, Chairman of the Productivity Working 
Party of the O.E.E.C. Textiles Committee, and Mr. Gandrille, 
Rapporteur of the Congress, introduced his report on the results so 
far achieved in increasing productivity in the textiles industries of 
the countries he had visited. This session was concluded by Mr. John 
Greenhalgh, Secretary-General of the Textile Workers’ Association 
(International Confederation of Free Trade Unions), who spoke 
on the attitude of the workers’ associations to productivity matters. 


The four working sessions dealt with four subjects: 


Vocational and Management Training to Increase Productivity; 
Exchanges of Experience between Firms on Productivity Matters; 
Organization of Technical Research and Productivity; 

Human Relations and Productivity. 


Sir Raymond Streat, Chairman of the Cotton Board, presided at 
the Third Session on research, when the main speaker was Mr. 
L. H. C. Tippett, of the Cotton Industry Research Association. 


All speeches were followed by animated and constructive dis- 
cussions, during which many delegates representing the government 
departments concerned, employers’ associations, and Free and 
Christian workers’ associations from the textiles industry and National 
Productivity Organizations, had an opportunity to state their views. 


Conclusions 


The Congress adopted conclusions which included the following: 


It should be remembered that the originators and organizers of the 
Congress believed that it was less important to organize a ‘Conference’ 
than to allow all those in Western Europe who are in charge of or 
responsible for increasing productivity in the textile industry to 
exchange information on the way in which they carry out their work, 
and to discuss their views on the possibilities of augmenting the 
efficacity of their action. For this reason the Congress was more 
concerned with the methods of increasing productivity than with the 
techniques which are employed in order to increase productivity in 
a firm. 


It became clear during the Congress that those techniques about 
which one has learned so much from the United States are generally 
well known. A considerable effort has been made in the different 
Member countries of O.E.E.C. in order to adapt, diffuse and put into 
practice these techniques in the different countries. Considerable 
evidence of this is shown in the rapporteur’s study. 


But the official and industrial organizations of the Member countries 
have used methods of great diversity to carry out this work. In some 
countries a special effort has been made in one field, and in others 
emphasis has been placed on different factors. 


It is, however, certain that to obtain the best results, all aspects of 
the problem must be considered without giving exclusive attention to 
or neglecting any of the factors. Without giving a complete list, it 
should be noted that these factors include human relations, technical 
questions, the organization of production, the training of management 
and workers and distribution and marketing. 

The participants at the Congress considered that the problems of 
marketing and distribution of textile products had a considerable 


effect on the level of productivity. They therefore approved the 
intention of the Textile Committee of O.E.E.C., with the help of the 
E.P.A. to carry out a detailed study on this subject. 

The Congress studied the four subjects decided upon. 


As far as the first subject studied during the Congress is concerned, 
i.e. ‘Vocational and Management Training to increase Productivity,’ 
the most important points brought out were the following: 

That the textile industry should make a particular effort in 
this field, and that with this aim in view it would first of all be 
necessary to strengthen the links between industry and education 
in order to give young people, by as wide a general education as 
possible, the best possible preparation for a career in industry. 
The representation of the industry in controlling bodies should 
be on a basis of equal representation of employers and workers. 

That technical and vocational education should include an 
initiation into the question of human relations, in order to give 
young people a better understanding of this problem, which is 
a factor in increasing productivity. 


That it was necessary to make a particular effort to ensure the 
availability of qualified teachers and trainers. 

That the case study method has given in certain countries 
satisfactory results in the training of heads of enterprises and 
management. It is to be hoped that in those countries where this 
has not yet been done, methods inspired by similar principles 
should be applied with the necessary care, for the training of 
subordinate management and workers. The principle-of team 
studies seemed particularly to be recommended. 


That a more profound knowledge of the situation existing in 
each country as far as vocational training is concerned and the 
essential causes which explain this situation should be ensured 
on the international level with the aid of the various bodies at 
present in existence. 

On the second subject, ‘Exchange of Experience between Firms on 
Productivity Matters,’ the participants in the Congress agreed: 

That the very good results already obtained in several countries 
proved the usefulness of these exchanges in a single country, 
and showed that as wide an extension as possible of these 
exchanges on the national level should take place. 

That it was to be hoped that exchanges of experience should 
also take place on the international level, but only as a second 
phase, as they should necessarily be preceded by detailed 
preparation on the national level. 

That these exchanges would be considerably helped by the 
adoption of common methods of measurement of the elements 
of productivity. They therefore hope that the work actually being 
carried out by the European Productivity Agency on a general 
basis could be finished as soon as possible, in order to permit the 
Textiles Committee of the O.E.E.C. to undertake the detailed 
study of these problems in the particular field of the Textile 
Industry. This study should be carried out branch by branch 
with the collaboration of the international trade organizations. 

As far as the third subject is concerned, ‘The Organization of 
Technical Research to increase Productivity,’ it was generally 
recognized : 

That technical research was capable of making an important 
contribution in increasing productivity in the textile industries. 

That much technical research was effectively directed to this 
end in several countries; that the organization of these research 
activities took different forms in various countries and that in 
particular the contributions of co-operative research organizations 
in the textile field had been outstanding. 

That the circulation of knowledge on the international plane 
was accomplished by technical and scientific societies and by the 
technical press; that from time to time special conferences 
organized by these scientific and technical organizations have 
proved most helpful. 

That it seemed that the work was best left in the hands of these 
competent agencies. It was important, however, that productivity

The original Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and 
Control) Act, 1948, was amended in 1953. The amendment provides, 
among other things, that the Commission’s work may be divided 
between groups of not less than five members selected by the Chair- 
man. The constitution of several such groups for other of the 
Commission’s inquiries has already been announced from time to 
time. The investigation into. the supply of certain standard metal 
windows and doors has been in progress for some time and the 
constitution of the group will not involve any duplication of the work 
that has already been done, as the members who form the group have 
already been concerned in the investigation. 


Marking of Imported Wire Goods 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have been advised that imported wire goods 
should bear an indication of origin at the time of importation and 
when offered for sale. 

This recommendation is contained in the report of the Standing 
Committee set up under the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, and 
published as Command No. 9528. Copies are available from H.M. 
Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, price 
4d., by post 54d. 

Note. — Representations to the Board of Trade by traders or other 
members of the public regarding the marking of imported goods 
are referred to the Standing Committee. If a recommendation of the 
Committee is accepted by the Board of Trade it is put into effect 
by an Order-in-Council. 


Iron and Steel Import Duties 
Further Suspended 


AFTER CONSULTATION with the Iron and Steel Board about the 
supply position, Her Majesty’s Government have decided to make a 
new Order affecting the temporary suspension of import duties on 
iron and steel. The Order prolongs the temporary suspension of 
import duty on cold rolled steel sheet of a value of less than £80 per 
ton until September 18, 1956; and suspends until March 18, 1956, 
the import duties on a wide range of iron and steel products. The duty 
on most of these, including tinplate and tinned sheets, is already 
suspended until September 18, 1955. 

In order to ensure adequate supplies of ferro-manganese for the 
manufacture of steel in the United Kingdom, the Government have 
also decided to suspend the duty on blast furnace ferro-manganese 
until March 18, 1956. 

So as to ensure that imports of tinplate do not displace the output 
of the hand mills, the Government have obtained a renewed under- 
taking from the producers and the main consumers of tinplate that 
all available home-produced tinplate, including the full output of 
the hand mills, will be taken up. 

The new Order, which is known as the Import Duties (Exemptions) 
(No. 7) Order, 1955 (S.I. 1031) came into operation on July 22, 1955. 
It replaces the Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 1) Order, 1955, 
and continues the duty suspension introduced by the Import Duties 
(Exemptions) (No. 8) Order, 1954. Copies of the new Order may 
be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
and branches, price 3d. (by post 44$d.). 


United Kingdom Position in June 
Operations of E.P.U. 


THE SETTLEMENT in the European Payments Union for the month 
of June has now taken place. The operation disclosed a United 
Kingdom net deficit for the month of £6,988,571* (19,568,000 units 
of account equivalent to the United States dollar). This deficit has 
been settled as to 50 per cent. by a gold payment by the United 
Kingdom to the Union, and as to 50 per cent. by the granting of 
credit to the United Kingdom by the Union. 

Further payments as shown below have also been made in respect 
of the special repayments agreed between the United Kingdom and 
certain other countries with the object of reducing the United 
Kingdom debt to E.P.U.:

Open Days at Building Research 
Station 


THE CIVIL AND STRUCTURAL ENGINEERS who visited the Building 
Research Station at Garston, Watford, Herts., on July 18 and 19 
saw how increased knowledge of the strengths of building materials 
and of the behaviour of completed structures can lead to economy 
in practice. 


Until it was possible to measure accurately the strength of materials 
and the performance of structures, Building Codes of Practice have 
inevitably demanded a wide margin of safety with consequent wastage 
of materials. As a result of many years of research more exact tech- 
niques can now be used and structures can be built strong enough 
for the work they have to do but with a saving in materials. 

The laboratories visited showed how pre-stressed concrete members 
are cast and the pre-stress applied; methods of pre-tensioning or 
post-tensioning the steel; the results of static and impact loading; 
testing for fatigue and fire; grading of sands to provide the required 
strength of concrete; the effects of vibration on concrete; load bearing 
and other tests on a reinforced concrete shell roof and on beams, 
slabs and columns; photo-elastic testing of structural models; tech- 
niques for measuring existing stresses in structures; methods of 
designing multi-storey steel frames of required strength but with a 
10-20 per cent. saving in steel; static load-testing of bridges and 
measurement of dynamic stresses; testing of pipes under conditions 
similar to those for which they are designed; examination and testing 
of soils for possibility of future movement; field work on the stability 
of sea defence banks and earth dams and the measurement of earth 
pressures. 

As the limits to possible further increases in efficiency have not 
yet been reached the need for greater research is apparent and this is 
being continued by the Building Research Station staff. 


Import Duties Drawback Orders 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 5) 
Order, 1955, which amends the quantities of linseed oil to be taken 
into account in calculating the drawback of Customs duty allowable 
in respect of imported linseed oil used in the manufacture of exported 
linoleum, floorcloth, cork carpets, fishing nets, oil baize and leather- 
cloth. 

The Order came into operation on July 22, 1955, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1955, No. 1043. 


The Treasury have also made the Import Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 4) Order, 1955, which provides for the allowance of drawback 
of the Customs duty paid on certain musical instrument cases when 
they are exported or shipped as stores. 

The Order came into operation on July 22, 1955, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1955, No. 1042.

Deputy-Director of European Productivity 
Agency 


IT Is ANNOUNCED from the headquarters in Paris of the European 
Productivity Agency of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation that Mr. Edwin Fletcher has been appointed Deputy 
Director of the European Productivity Agency. 

Mr. Fletcher has been in charge of the British T.U.C. Production 
Department since its formation in 1950. He is an M.A. of Cambridge

participated in conferences on productivity subjects in France, 
Belgium, Germany, Norway and Sweden. 
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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection from the answers to Questions in Parliament of interest to industry 


Thursday July 14 


Distribution of Roumanian, Hungarian and Bulgarian Assets 


The President of the Board of Trade was asked when the administra- 
tors of Roumanian, Hungarian and Bulgarian property proposed to 
pay a dividend to claimants in the distribution of Roumanian, 
‘Hungarian and Bulgarian assets. 

Mr. Peter Thorneycroft replied that the Administrator of Roumanian 
Property would start the payment later this month of an interim 
dividend of 5s. in the £ to applicants whose claims were established 
in the Distribution of Roumanian Property. This dividend would use 
up the major portion of the assets available but the Administrator 
hoped to pay a second and final dividend in 1956. 

The Administrator of Hungarian Property and the Administrator 
of Bulgarian Property had received an unexpectedly large number of 
applications, the examination of which could not be completed for 
some months. The large number of claims and the small amount of 
property available in either case for distribution did not justify the 
payment of anything but a first and final dividend. The Administrators 
hoped to start payment of this at the end of the year but it would be 
misleading the House to suggest that either the Hungarian or the 
Bulgarian dividends was likely to be more than a very few pence 
in the £. 


Alleged Restrictive Practices in Motor-Tyre Industry 


Asked if he was aware of the continued existence of restrictive 
practices in the motor-tyre industry; when he would make the Report 
of the Monopolies Commission on this matter available to the House; 
and what action he intended to take to end these practices, the 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. D. Kaberry, 
replied that the President would lay this report before Parliament 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 9 of the Monopolies 
and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948, as soon as 
he could. He could make no announcement on action to be taken 
on the report in advance of publication. 


Monday July 18 


Names of Food Products and Groceries 


The President was asked if he would take steps to end the practice 
whereby food and groceries were sold under various names which 
disguised the fact that the consumer was dealing with a monopoly 
and combine. 

Mr. Kaberry replied, ‘No, Sir.’ 


Iron and Steel Prices 

The President was asked if he was aware that pig-iron suppliers 
controlled by the Iron and Steel Board were charging rail transport 
to small firms of ironfounders who were obliged to collect their own 
supplies by lorry during the recent rail strike, but were not making 
this charge to large firms of ironfounders; and, in view of the harm 
done to the national interest through this discrimination against 
small firms, whether he would give a direction under Section 10 of 
the Iron and Steel Act, 1953, to cancel this charge. 

The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, said 
prices for pig-iron determined by the Iron and Steel Board were 
maximum prices varying between zones in which delivery took 
place. The President would certainly not wish to intervene to 
prevent producers and consumers negotiating prices below these 
maximum prices in the ordinary course of business; nor was he 
aware of any circumstances arising out of the conditions brought 
about by the rail strike which would justify him in giving a direction 
under Section 10 of the Iron and Steel Act, 1953. 


Transfer of Duties to Board of Trade 


The Minister of Supply was asked what saving he expected to 
make as a result of the transfer of the Engineering and Iron and 
Steel Divisions to the Board of Trade. 

Mr. R. Maudling replied: In terms of staff, 250 and in terms of 
total expenditure, £576,000. 


Tuesday July 19 


Payments Agreement with Turkey 

The President was asked what payment had so far been made 
under Articles I and IV of the Payments Agreement between the 
Government of the United Kingdom and the Turkish Republic, 
dated January 17, 1955. 

Mr. Low said he regretted to report that, so far as he was aware, 
no payments had yet been made under Articles I and IV of the 
Agreement. Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Ankara had been instructed 
to take the matter up again with the Turkish authorities. 


Exports of Copper to Eastern Europe 

Asked on what date last year the ban on the export of copper wire 
to the East was lifted; and why it had now been reimposed, Mr. 
Low replied: On August 16, in the case of exports to the Soviet 
bloc. The ban on copper wire has not been reimposed, but there are 
bans on the export to the Soviet bloc of copper wire rod, coaxial, 
multipair and submarine cable. 


Salonica International Fair 

A questioner asked why Her Majesty’s Government would not 
participate in the International Fair at Salonica this summer; Mr. 
Low said the Government did not as a rule organize national pavilions 
at overseas tradé fairs. The 1954 Salonica Fair was an exception. 
Inquiries made earlier this year suggested that on this occasion there 
would be little support for a British pavilion from United Kingdom 
manufacturers or their Greek agents, and in the circumstances it 
was decided that the organization of a national pavilion would not be 
justified. This decision did not, of course, prevent, nor should it 
discourage, the exhibition of British products elsewhere in the Fair, 
nor did it mean that the Government did not attach importance to 
our exports to Greece.

Imports of Horticultural Products 

The President told a Member that he hoped to introduce a Bill 
after the Summer Recess to permit the imposition of anti-dumping 
and countervailing duties on horticultural produce. He could not at 
that stage anticipate the detailed contents of this Bill. 


Automatic Processes in Industry 

The President was asked what steps the Government was taking 
to estimate the speed with which automation would displace produc- 
tive workers in the engineering and other manufacturing industries; 
and whether he was aware that such developments taking place at a 
time when the rearmament programme was tailing off would necessi- 
tate large-scale industrial planning in order to maintain full employ- 
ment. 

Mr. Kaberry replied that the Government were taking a close 
interest in the greater use of automatic processes in industry. The 
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Department of Scientific and Industrial Research was at present 
carrying out a study to discover the extent to which automatic processes 
had been and were likely to be introduced in industry. It was hoped 
that an interim report would be published in the autumn. 


Commitments of the United Kingdom in G.A.T.T. 


In the House of Lords a Member asked whether, in view of the 
expanding textile industries in Asia and the expected increased exports, 
the existing commitments of the United Kingdom in G.A.T.T. 
precluded action which would tend to compensate low Asiatic wage 
costs by protection of higher labour cost structure in the United 
Kingdom. 

Lord Mancroft said he was not sure which Asian countries the 
questioner had in mind. Japan and China were not at present parties 
to the G.A.T.T. and Her Majesty’s Government’s attitude towards 
the admission of Japan was set out in the recent White Paper. The 
other main textile producing countries in Asia were members of the 
Commonwealth and imports from these countries enjoyed duty-free 
entry in the United Kingdom under long-standing arrangements 
which were in no way connected with the G.A.T.T. For most types 
of textiles we had commitments under the G.A.T.T. not to increase 
import duties above their present level on imports from the territories 
of other Contracting Parties. But these had only a limited relevance 
to the problem the questioner had in mind. 


Control of Jute 


A questioner asked whether, in view of the announced intentions 
of removal of available ‘controls,’ the Government were able to 
announce plans for removal of control from jute manufacture; and if 
not, what were the reasons for the continuance of the present control. 

Lord Mancroft replied that there was no control of United Kingdom 
jute manufacture, and the only control that remained was the 
centralized purchase by the Jute Controller in Dundee of Indian and 
Pakistan jute yarn and manufactured goods. Until an alternative 
method of safeguarding the United Kingdom jute industry could be 
worked out and introduced, he was unable to announce plans for the 
removal of this centralized purchase. The unrestricted imports from 
India and Pakistan of the much lower priced imported goods would 
have a serious effect on the prosperity, efficiency, output and employ- 
ment in the Dundee area, where the industry was heavily concentrated. 

He could not, at present, give any indication when it would be 
possible to introduce alternative safeguarding methods.

Good Chances for United Kingdom Exporters 
and Contractors in Iraq 





Road to Kut under construction by a United Kingdom Firm 
This article is from the Commercial Secretariat of the British Embassy at Bagdad. The Commercial Relations and Exports 


Department of the Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be glad to answer any questions arising 
from the article. 


‘THE MARKET IN IRAQ for many United Kingdom products may 
seem small compared with that of larger and more highly developed 
countries, but it is a rapidly expanding market which should have 
considerable promise and attraction for exporters willing to cultivate 
it. The value of imports into Iraq from all sources has more than 
doubled since 1946, when the total was £36-2 million compared with 
£74-1 million in 1954. 


Iraq is known throughout the world as one of the larger oil-producing 
countries in the Middle East. What is perhaps not so generally realized 
is that it has a stable and friendly government, a large guaranteed 
income from oil, and a planned programme of capital development 
amounting to £303 million in the next five years. 


Iraq is a member of the sterling area and has therefore no payments 
problems with the United Kingdom. The bonds between Iraq and 
Britain, already strong, were reinforced by the recent conclusion 
of a Defence Agreement between the two countries and by Britain’s 
accession to the Turco-Iraqi Pact. A number of countries, attracted 
by the liberal trade policy of the Iraq Government and by the satis- 
factory payments position, have in recent years greatly increased their 
exports to Iraq. In consequence, although the quantity of exports 
from the United Kingdom to Iraq has been rising in recent years, 
Britain’s share of the total imports into Iraq fell from 49 per cent. 
in 1950 to 31 per cent. in 1954.* But there are still large untapped 
markets accessible to the venturesome seller, and enterprising 
exporters should be able to reap the rewards of a steadily expanding 
market. Any foothold obtained in the market now should prove 
profitable in the future when present development schemes mature 
and result in increased prosperity and purchasing power throughout 
the population. 


Old Cities Modernized, New Towns Born 


Many readers will have memories of Iraq from their service in 
that part of the world during one or both World Wars, but those 
returning to the country might have difficulty in recognizing once 
familiar scenes because of the changes which are rapidly taking place 
in the face of the land. A network of arterial roads is under construc- 
tion, new bridges and new buildings are being erected, and Bagdad 
has many new shops and offices. In the capital a town planning 
scheme is in progress, supervised by a firm of London architects

and town planners, and a city drainage and sewage scheme is being 
planned by British consultants. The city is expanding beyond 
recognition, and future plans for garden suburbs and satellite housing 
schemes should render it the most modern capital in the Middle 
East. 

In the provinces also changes may be seen. At Kirkuk there has 
been a rapid growth of new building and technical schools and 
training institutions, and the production of oil has increased seven-fold 
over pre-war days. Zubair, in 1946 a sleepy Arab village, is now the 
neighbour of a modern oil town with a forest of oil rigs and installa- 
tions. In addition to provincial development under the supervision 
of both the Development Board and the Central Government, the 
14 provinces have their own local development programmes, 
expenditure on which is planned at £49 million in the next five years. 


Main Development Projects 


The Iraq Development Board is by law entitled to receive 70 per 
cent. of the oil royalties accruing to the Government under the 
agreement with the Iraq Petroleum Company. The remaining 30 per 
cent. is retained by the Government for central budgetary needs. 
The Development Board itself disposes of five-sevenths of its own 
share of revenue and allocates two-sevenths for minor projects to 
be carried out by Government Departments. 

In the Development Board Programme for the next five years 
£107-9 million has been allocated for expenditure on irrigation, 
drainage and dam projects, £53-7 million for roads and bridges, 
and £15-5 million on railways. Principal buildings will absorb 
£28-5 million and industries, mining and electricity receive £43-6 
million, £5 million is to be spent on aerodromes, and £6°5 million 
on animal husbandry, agriculture and underground water supplies. 
A total of £37-1 million has been allocated for expenditure by 
departments of the central Government on buildings, housing, 
secondary roads and bridges, telegraphs and telephones and other 
minor projects. The main items of expenditure in the provincial 
development programmes administered by the local governments 
in the provinces are buildings (£3-4 million), roads Tt ‘7 million), 
health institutions (£1-6 million) and agricultural machinery 
(£497,500). 

As will be seen from the foregoing, the Iraq Development Board 
is the main instrument of the Government in carrying out its pro- 
gramme of ploughing back into the country for productive purposes 
the revenues received from oil production. 

To assist them in producing the requisite plans and specifications,

the Development Board employ between 25 and 30 European and 
American consultants to advise on all technical aspects of the work. 
It is their task to produce the necessary plans and specifications in 
consultation with the Development Board. 


When preparations are complete and funds are earmarked for 
expenditure on a project, international tenders are invited for the 
major schemes. Tender advertisements are usually published in the 
local press and in selected newspapers in European and American 
capitals, and tender documents can normally be obtained either from 
the office of the Development Board in Bagdad or from the Iraqi 
Embassies or Legations in the overseas countries concerned. The 
Special Register Service of the United Kingdom Board of Trade, 
Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1, also circulates 
information about the calls for tenders, and many are announced in 
this Journal as they arise. Adequate time is normally given for 
interested firms to send representatives to Iraq to visit the site of the 
work and to acquire all information necessary for the preparation of 
their bids. 

After the closing date of the tenders, the consultants examine the 
bids and submit their recommendations to the Development Board 
for its decision. Sometimes only local tenders are invited for smaller 
schemes which do not merit world-wide advertisement, and in such 
cases tenderers are usually required to be members of one of the 
Iraqi Chambers of Commerce. 


Supply of Materials and Equipment 


A development programme of this magnitude requires the use of 
considerable quantities of construction materials and mechanical 
equipment. The Development Board itself is sometimes a purchaser 
and has on occasions laid down stocks of cement, bitumen and steel 
sections for supply to contractors. The Board also owns some road- 
making equipment. 

In the great majority of projects the contractors themselves are 
responsible for obtaining their own materials and equipment, either 
by direct import from abroad or by local purchase. 


For any one contract there may be from three or four to as many as 
15 or 20 competitors, all of whom will have to make their plans for 
obtaining the necessary material and equipment if they should be 
successful. The market is therefore not always an easy one for 
manufacturers to enter. Potential suppliers would probably do well 
to keep in close touch with contracting firms working in Iraq and 
also with foreign contracting firms whom they consider likely to 
be competitors for Iraq construction jobs. 


Sometimes contractors prefer to buy their equipment and materials 
in Iraq as, even if this is slightly more expensive, buying locally 
ex-stores saves time and administrative work and therefore money. 
Good profits are to be made by firms who have the foresight to 
anticipate requirements and who are ready to supply contractors’ 
immediate needs. Materials which are important technically are 
usually specified by the consultants, but the contractors themselves 
have considerable latitude, within the general terms of the tender 
conditions, to decide what materials and equipment they will use on 
the job. Close contact between importers and contractors is therefore 
essential.

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Capital Goods 


The main demand for capital goods in Iraq comes from two sources — 
the Government and the private market. 

Government Departments finance their purchases both from their 
ordinary annual budgets and from annual allocations received from 
the Ministry of Development. The main purchasing departments 
are the Iraqi State Railways (rolling stock, machinery, buildings, 
cranes, etc.), the Port of Basra Administration (largely the same type 
of demand), the Ministry of Defence (tenders are not advertised 
publicly and the Ministry generally deal direct with selected firms), 
the Posts and Telegraphs Department and the Directorate General 
of Municipalities (responsible for about 130 municipalities and for 
the installation of water and electricity supply schemes in the 
provinces). The Central Foreign Purchasing Board, which is ad- 
ministered by the Ministry of Finance, is responsible for co-ordinating 
the import requirements of other Government Departments, inviting 
tenders, and placing contracts. 

It is easy for firms to compete in this market for Government 
requirements and there is consequently strong competition with low 
profit margins. Nevertheless, the volume of the trade is such as to 
give good rewards to successful competitors. The contract conditions 
are usually firmly laid down and the Iraqis are particularly insistent 
that delivery dates are faithfully met. 

Naturally the private market for capital and consumer goods in 
Iraq is very different from the Government market. Demand is more 
variable and less clearly defined, and it is more difficult to get into 
touch with prospective customers. On the other hand, there is less 
competition and energetic salesmanship can result in higher rates 
of profit than are possible in the centralized Government market. 
Although very price conscious, purchasers are usually impatient, and 
speed of delivery is consequently more important than price, while 
it is essential ta have a good supply of spares and good servicing 
arrangements if repeat sales are to be made im the capital goods 
market. Firms meeting with difficulty in keeping their delivery dates 
would be well advised to lay down stocks in Iraq, or, if this is not 
possible, to sell on a consignment basis in order to avoid disappointing 
their customers and their overseas agents. 


Consumer Goods 


Many of the inhabitants of Iraq can afford to buy only the cheapest 
quality of goods. For them Japanese and other cheap textiles are 
attractive. There is, however, a growing middle class who are more 
quality-conscious, and who are willing to pay more for a better type 
of article. There is a good demand for imported foodstuffs, textiles, 
fancy goods, radios (and in the future television sets may be required 
as a Station is in the course of erection), bicycles (most well-known 
brands are already op sale), china, glassware, etc. But it must be 
remembered that Iraq is a Moslem country, only now beginning to 
be developed, and for many commodities the present market for many 
types of goods can only be about the same size as that of a smallish 
English town, in spite of the country’s population of 5,000,000. The 
market will undoubtedly grow.

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British Farming and Contractors’ Machinery Prominent 
at Luxembourg Fair 


From the British Legation in Luxembourg 


THE SEVENTH LUXEMBOURG INTERNATIONAL FAIR, which is 
being held until July 24, affords a further example of the increasing 
tempo of German competition in world markets. Foreign exhibitors 
number nearly 1,000 and more than half are German, many of whom 
have sent their own sales staff to man their agents’ stands. The United 
Kingdom takes seventh place amongst the 26 foreign countries 
represented at the Fair. 

The Luxembourg International Fair, an annual event since 1948, 
is one of the few summer trade fairs of any consequence. Last year 
the Fair was admitted to membership of the Union des Foires Inter- 
nationales, but despite its rapid growth to an international fair of 
the first importance, it is still too litthke known amongst United 
Kingdom manufacturers and exporters as an effective medium for 
the introduction of consumer and capital goods to the markets of 
at least four countries, Luxembourg, Belgium, France and Germany. 
Luxembourg stands at the crossroads of Western Europe, and the 
Fair is said to attract a greater proportion of foreign buyers than any 
other major international exhibition. In 1954, out of a total attendance 
of 230,000, foreign visitors and buyers numbered more than 50,000, 
and business transacted at the Fair amounted to the equivalent of 
£5 million. 


The Grand Duchy as a Market 


Industrially and socially the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg is 
one of the most highly developed countries in Europe, and its 
inhabitants enjoy a high living standard. Luxembourg is the seat of 
the High Authority of the European Coal and Steel Community 
and has become, provisionally, the capital of ‘Little Europe.’ Thus 
the Luxembourg Fair has become a shop window for the display of 
a wide range of high quality consumer goods, and the Luxembourg 
market is much larger than would normally be expected in a country 
of less than 300,000 inhabitants. 

There is greater interest in the Fair this year, largely on account 
of the imposing new hall built in 196 working days at a cost of 
£200,000. This hall provides all the facilities exhibitors and visitors 
now expect at an international fair, including a foreign buyers’ 
reception centre, a hotel and accommodation bureau, customs office, 
bank and foreign exchange office, post office, telephones and a travel 
inquiry bureau. 

In a colourful atmosphere the Fair was opened on July 9 in the 
presence of H.R.H. the Grand Duchess. The Fair is housed in three 
halls situated within a few minutes by tram from the centre of 
Luxembourg. The exhibits are classified into five main groups: 
national and semi-official participations; agricultural and contractors’ 
machinery; tools and industrial supplies; consumer goods; foodstuffs 
and beverages. What particularly strikes the observer about this 
year’s Fair is the volume of business actually being transacted. Retail 
sales from the stands are expressly forbidden, but orders are taken 
and delivery made later. Even in the early days of the Fair many 
exhibitors of consumer goods were reporting good business, while 
in the farming and contractors’ machinery group, where few direct 
orders are expected in the first week, there was an air of optimism 
and general satisfaction, most exhibitors saying that they had been 
agreeably surprised with the results of the first few days. It is estimated 
that, in addition to some 50,000 foreign visitors, more than half the 
entire population of the Grand Duchy will visit the Fair. Certainly 
no other international trade fair is visited by so high a proportion of 
the population of the country in which it is held. Local agents find 
that the Luxembourg Fair is a most effective means of sales promotion 
and that participation in it is a paying proposition. 

National Stands 

Belgium, the Belgian Congo, the German Federal Republic, the 
Saar and Switzerland have national stands, mainly devoted to tourism. 
With the exception of the Belgian Congo stand, they are situated 
cogethis with an po gr mves  awe stand of ~ High Auer of —y 

uropean Coal Steel Community, on balcony of the new hall 
Generally speaking, stands are not elaborate and only a moderate 


amount has been spent on their construction and decoration. The 
building, decorating and erecting of the Belgian stand, the most 
ambitious of the national participations, on a site of 1,500 square feet 
is estimated to have cost £2,000. 

Among the trade exhibits, the United Kingdom makes its best 
showing with farming and contractors’ machinery. This is displayed 
out of doors on the terrace facing the main hall. The Fair is visited 
by farmers, builders and public works contractors and there is a lively 
interest in the machinery and implements on display. There is much 
friendly competition and exhibitors vie with each other to demonstrate 
their machines. Despite the obvious advantages of German manu- 
facturers in the way of language and proximity to the market, which 
facilitates after sales service, British-built farm tractors are the 
best selling tractors in the Grand Duchy, and the two leading makes 
are well able to meet both German and Austrian competition. Eleven 
United Kingdom manufacturers are represented in the farming 
and contractors’ machinery group, and the display by their agents 
is highly commendable and comparable with that of other countries. 


Tools and Industrial Supplies 


In the tools and industrial supplies group the United Kingdom is 
poorly represented with only half-a-dozen firms. There are as yet 
in Luxembourg few engineering and secondary industries. The 
principal industry is steel, the production of which exceeds three 
million tons per year — the highest output per head of population 
(10 tons) of any country in the world. Steel absorbs most of the 
country’s energies, but this reliance on a single main industry has a 
number of economic disadvantages and the a up of new industries 
is receiving every encouragement from the govérnment. The Grand 
Duchy, therefore, offers a regular and expanding market for machines 
and industrial products for its minor industries; these include slate 
quarrying, leather tanning, brewing, ceramic tiles, pottery, rubber, 
chemicals, textiles, refrigerators and light engineering. German 
manufacturers are keen to ascertain the requirements of these in- 
dustries, but few United Kingdom manufacturers appear to have 
studied the Luxembourg market or given adequate consideration to 
the possibility of selling their products in it. 

Foods and beverages constitute an important section of the Fair, 
and since retail sales are not permitted most exhibitors offer free 
tasting of their products. One well-known brand of United Kingdom 
confectionery is prominently displayed, and a Scotch Whisky and a 
London Gin are also to be seen almost isolated amongst a galaxy of 
French, Luxembourg, German, Italian and Spanish wines and 
liqueurs. One world-famous United Kingdom tea firm is showing 
praiseworthy initiative by offering visitors free cups of tea from a 
brightly painted mobile canteen. Although Luxembourg’s national 
beverages are beer, wine and coffee, this firm has already reported 
plenty of orders from wholesalers and retailers. 


The consumer goods group comprises a wide range of products 
including textiles, toys, office equipment, domestic appliances, 
electrical goods, furnishings, ware and decorating materials. 
Three well-known United Kingdom washing machines are holding 
their own among more than 20 different makes exhibited. Since many 
visitors to the Fair are country people who make it an occasion to do 
their annual buying of durable consumer goods, exhibitors of domestic 
appliances and kitchen equipment normally expect to cover the cost 
of their participation in the Fair with retail orders taken. 

Missed Opportunities 

Despite the potentially large demand for modern office equipment 
from the High Authority of the European Coal and Steel Community 
and the Luxembourg iron and steel industry, the United Kingdom 
business machines industry has left the entire field to its German and 
United States competitors with the exception of one British-made 
portable typewriter sold overseas by the United States parent 
organization.

Australia and Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland 


AS ANNOUNCED in last week’s issue of the Board of Trade Journal 
(page 155), a Trade Agreement has been signed between the Federa- 
tion of Rhodesia and Nyasaland and Australia: it became effective 
on July 1, and replaces the Trade Agreement which has existed 
between Southern Rhodesia and Australia since 1941. The main 
provisions of the new Agreement, which is for a period of three 
years, are as follows: 

Annexure I contains the provisions on the duties payable on 
Australian goods entering the Federation. 

Part 1 of the Annexure lists goods that will enter duty free. The 
goods on this list are shown in the Federal tariff as duty free from 
all Commonwealth sources, except for Cheddar and Gouda cheese — 
tariff item 8 (a). The main significance of this Annexure is, therefore, 
to bind free entry: duties on the listed goods could not be imposed 
in respect of Australia, without re-negotiation of the Agreement. 

Part 2 lists goods on which Australia will pay the lowest duty payable 
by any Commonwealth country. In respect of some items this only 
means a binding of the rates shown in the Draft Federal tariff, but 
in respect of others, Australian goods will be liable to the rates payable 
by South Africa or the United Kingdom, as follows:

Annexure II embodies the provisions relating to duties payable on 
Federal goods entering Australia. A preference of 9d. per lb. is given 
to Federal tobacco over the British Preferential tariff, and certain 
raw materials will be admitted at the British Preferential Tariff rates, 
in most cases free also of primage duty.

Belgium and Egypt 


Ir HAS RECENTLY BEEN announced in Cairo that the Payments 
Agreement between Belgium and Egypt signed on May 28, 1953, 
and the additional Protocol, signed on June 24, 1954, are to remain in 
force for another year ending on June 27, 1956, excepting certain 
provisions embodied in that Protocol. 


In future, payments for Belgian exports to Egypt will be one- 
quarter in Belgian francs and three-quarters in Egyptian pounds, 
instead of the one-third in Belgian francs and two-thirds in Egyptian 
pounds as heretofore.

Greece and France 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between Greece and France was signed in 
Athens on June 28. It came into effect from July 1 and will be valid 
for a period of one year, 


No further details are available. 





Chile and Switzerland 


A COMPLEMENTARY TRADE AGREEMENT between Chile and 
Switzerland was signed in Santiago on June 17. It is an amplification 
of the existing Trade Treaty between the two countries, dated 
October 31, 1897. 

Under the terms of the new Agreement, Switzerland will grant 
Chilean products the same treatment in respect of import facilities 
and payments as she concedes to the products of members of the 
Organization of European Economic Co-operation. Chile will extend 
to Swiss merchandise the same facilities regarding the issue of import 
licences and exchange allocation as she grants to other countries 
excepting those with which she maintains compensation accounts. 
All payments between both countries will be made in freely transfer- 
able currencies. 

The Agreement requires ratification by the respective Govern- 
ments, but became provisionally effective on July 1, 1955. It may be 
denounced by either party with three months’ notice but not before 
June 30, 1956. 


Iceland and Israel 


THE TRADE AGREEMENT between Iceland and Israel concluded in 
1953 has been renewed until May 18, 1956, by an Exchange of Notes 
in Stockholm. The agreement remains unchanged.

India and Roumania 


THE EXISTING TRADE AGREEMENT between India and Roumania 
(see Board of Trade Journal of May 1, 1954, page 906) has been ex- 
tended to December 31, 1955, and the lists of commodities for import 
and export are unchanged. 

The extension was agreed by an exchange of letters between 
representatives of the two Governments in New Delhi on May 19. 


India and Sweden 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between the Government of India and the 
Government of Sweden was concluded by an exchange of letters and 
signed in New Delhi on May 31. 

Under the agreement both Governments undertake to further 
trade between the two countries. India will treat Sweden, for purposes 
of import and export licensing, as a country in the soft currency 
group. The Swedish authorities will, on their part, extend to Indian 
imports the same measures of liberalization as apply to imports from 
countries belonging to the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation. 

The arrangement is deemed to have come into effect from January 1, 
1955, and will remain in force for a period of two years. It will continue 
to operate until it is modified or terminated by either party on giving 
three months’ notice. 


Among the goods available for export from Sweden to India in 
1955 are condensed milk, cement, chemicals and pharmaceuticals, 
welding electrodes, raw hides and skins, forestry products, textile 
fibres, iron and steel and manufactures thereof, machinery, motor 
cycles and tractors. Among the goods available for export from 
India to Sweden in the same period are textile piece-goods, woollen 
carpets, hemp, cotton waste, essential oils and oilseeds, spices, tea, 
coffee, tobacco, chemicals and cottage industry products.

Italy and Austria 


A PROCES VERBAL regulating trade exchanges between Italy and 
Austria was signed at Rome on May 31. The agreement will be valid

Italian exports to Austria will include vine plants, textile yarns 
and fabrics, felt hats and hoods, ball and roller bearings, steel tubes, 
machine tools, electrical industry products, motor car parts, excavators 
and cranes. Austrian exports to Italy will include Diesel coaches, 
motor cycle parts and replacement parts, timber and chemical pulp.

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West Germany and Bulgaria 


A FOURTH ADDITIONAL PROTOCOL to the Trade Agreement of 
October 4, 1947, and the Payments Agreement of November 11, 
1947 — both in the form of the Protocol of August 31, 1949 — between 
Bulgaria and the German Federal Republic, was signed in Sofia 
on April 29, 1955. 

The new commodity lists annexed to the Protocol are valid for 
the period April 1, 1955, to March 31, 1956, and provide for an 
exchange of goods between the two countries to a total value of 
U.S.$23,600,000. 

Bulgaria’s exports will include oil seeds, eggs, grapes, dried fruit, 
tomatoes, industrial goods, tobacco, and chemical raw materials and 
products. Exports from the German Federal Republic will include 
electrical and mechanical engineering products, rolling mill products, 
textiles, and chemicals and pharmaceuticals.

Exchange Rate in Israel 


THE ISRAEL! Controller of Foreign Exchange has announced that 
from July 1, 1955, the official rate of exchange will be IL.1-300 = 
U.S.$1 (IL.5-040 = £1). All mention of $1 = IL.1-000 plus an 
80 per cent. premium will be discontinued. 

This replaces the rate of IL.1 (1 Israeli pound) = U.S.$1 as 
reported in the Board of Trade Journal of June 18, page 1333. 

Foreign currency received in Israel from appeals and charitable 
remittances of institutions, organizations, party funds, etc., will 
continue to be converted on the basis of IL.1:300 = U.S.$1.

Dean on Tariff Proposals 


Import Quota for Rye 

THE UNITED STATES Tariff Commission have recommended that 
the quantitative import restrictions on imports of rye, rye flour and 
rye meal should be continued, and that the total aggregate any 
of these commodities entered or wi from warehouse for 
consumption during any 12-month period yee a July 1, 1955, 
shall not be permitted to exceed 92-5 million pounds 

The President of the United States has accepted the recommenda- 
tion of the Tariff Commission in so far that the import quota restrictions 
should be continued, but has proclaimed that for each of the next 
two 12-month periods beginning July 1, 1955, and July 1, 1956, the 
import quota shall continue at the level of 186 million pounds. 

The President also prescribed that, of the quota of 186 million 
pounds, not more than 182-28 million pounds shall be imported from 
Canada, and that not more than 15,000 pounds of the total quantity 
shall comprise rye flour or rye meal. 

The terms and date of the Tariff Commission inquiry were 
announced in the Board of Trade Journal on June 11, 1955, page 
1284. 


Duty on Alsike Clover Seed , 

An announcement in the Board of Trade Journal on February 19, 
1955, gave details of a United States Tariff Commission investigation 
to determine whether it would be necessary to continue the tariff 
quota on alsike clover seed after June 30, 1955 (when the current 
quota period expired). The Commission have now recommended 


that similar restrictions be imposed for successive 12-month periods 
beginning July 1, 1955. 

The President of the United States has accepted the recommenda- 
tion of the Commission in so far that the import restrictions should be 
continued, but has limited the period of operation to the two 12-month 
periods beginning July 1, 1955, and July 1, 1956, and has increased 
the quantity eligible for entry at the the reduced rate of 2 cents per pound. 

In each of the two 12-month periods the first 2,500,000 pounds 
will be dutiable at 2 cents per pound; imports in excess of that amount 
will be dutiable at the rate of 6 cents per pound. 


Import Excise Tax on Copper 


A UNITED STATES Public Law (P.L. 91), approved on June 21, 
extends the period of suspension of the import excise tax on copper 
and articles containing copper, imposed under Section 3245 of the 
Internal Revenue Code, from June 30, 1955, to June 30, 1958 (see 
Board of Trade Journal, July 31, 1954, page 267). This continues 
the suspension originally announced in United States Treasury 
Decision 52740 of July 7, 1951, which stated: 

‘The suspension of this tax does not apply to copper sulphate or to 
composition metal, of which copper is the component material of chief 
value, provided for in paragraph 1657 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
which is suitable both in its composition and sha Pe; without further refining 
or alloying, for processing into castings, not including as castings ingots or 
similar cast forms. 

‘If, during the period of suspension, the average market price of electro- 
lytic copper in standard shapes and sizes, delivered Connecticut Valley, 
is below 24 cents per pound for any one calendar month, the suspension 
of the tax will be revoked.’

Exports 

According to Argentine Central Bank Circular No. 2235, foreign 
exchange accruing from exports, as from June 30, of polo ponies 
will be negotiated at the ‘free’ rate of exchange. 

Circular No. 2236 stipulates that foreign exchange accruing from 
exports, as from June 30, of ‘lead sheets and separators for electric 
accumulators’ will be negotiated at the ‘free’ rate of exchange. (This 
applies only to exports in whose manufacture raw materials or imported 
elements do not exceed 20 per cent. of their f.o.b. value.) 


Discontinuance of Exchange Permits 


Circular No. 2238 announces that no further exchange permits 
will be issued for canning and weighing machines (Item No. 1799/1802 
of Group 106). 

The description of Item No. 1799/1802 in Circular No. 2207 (see

Certificates of Origin Required for 


Preferential and Group 1 Imports 


THE BOARD OF TRADE has been advised by the Colombian Consul 
General in London that, in accordance with the latest regulations 
received from the Colombian Government, the Consulate General 
will legalize documents covering goods which come under the Prefer- 
ential Group or Group 1 only when they are accompanied by the 
corresponding Certificate of Origin of the goods. 

In order that the necessary Certificate of Origin may be issued, the 
Consulate will demand a declaration on the commercial invoice to 
the effect that the goods are of British origin, such declaration to be 
confirmed by a Chamber of Commerce, the F.B.I. or any other similar 
official organization.

THE UNITED KINGDOM Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded a copy of the Government of India publication containing 
details of India’s Import licensing policy for the period July to 
December 1955. Details of the licensing regulations governing imports 
from the Soft Currency Area are given in the schedule of which a 
first instalment is printed below. We hope to continue it next week. 


2. Importers are divided into the following categories: 

(a) Established importers. (c) Newcomers. 

(b) Actual users. (d) Others. 

3. (a) The period of validity of import licences is shown at column 


4 of the Schedule below, but see also notice in Board of Trade Journal 
of November 13, 1954, page 1058. 


(b) The period of validity of all licences valued at Rs. 2,500 or less 
will, however, be extended to 12 months irrespective of the period 
indicated against the item in the Schedule. 


4. Applications for licences should normally be made before the 
dates specified below:

Applications received after these ‘ian will not be rejected and will 
be considered on their merits; but in that event the period of validity 
will be curtailed by the number of days the application has been 
delayed.

5. The schemes for the licensing of Capital goods and Heavy 
Electrical Plant (see Board of Trade Journal of February 23, 1952) 








will continue in force during the July - December 1955 period: appli- 
cations for licences should be submitted on or before October 31, 1955. 


6. The limiting factor for purposes of clearance of goods from 
Customs is normally the c.i.f. value shown on the licence. 


7. Importers are advised not to make any firm commitments with 
foreign suppliers or arrange for the shipment of any licensable goods 
without first obtaining the necessary import licence. Unauthorized 
imports are liable to be severely penalized.

Invoicing of Imports 


INFORMATION HAS BEEN received through the British Embassy 
in Bagdad that the Iraq authorities have introduced new customs 
regulations for goods entering Iraq. 

An unofficial translation of the Instructions states that: 

In accordance with the provisions of Article 8 (3) of Customs Law No. 
56 = not and in view of the exigencies of public interest, we have enacted 
as Tollows: 


1. Customs Instructions No. 1 for 1947 and their amendments relating 
to Iraqi Form Lists are hereby rescinded. 


2. Original invoices and documents issued by the manufacturer or supplier 
in the country of origin for the goods imported into Iraq will be accepted 
provided that the requirements of Article 29 of Customs Law No. 56 for 
1931 are observed. 

3. Customs Instructions No. 1 of 1950 relating to Certificates of Origin 
will be amended by the deletion of any reference therein to original invoices 
as laid down in Instructions No. 1 of 1947 (now repealed) and the phrase 
‘original invoices for the goods’ will be substituted. (These instructions laid 
down the form of authentication of invoices. Copies are available for study 
in Room 5132, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, S.W.1.) 

4. All original invoices issued by a manufacturer or supplier, as the case 
may be, in respect of imported goods, must be presented to the appropriate 
Customs and Excise Department in triplicate or duplicate with a true copy, 

5. Original invoices produced by those concerned should be authenticated 
by the importer’s bank in order to verify that a credit has been opened for 
the goods or has been drawn on the bank account. 

6. The invoices above must contain all the particulars and details necessary 
for the assessment of customs duty, such as the origin of the goods, value, 
quantity, quality, mark, weight, number of pieces, insurance and freight 
charges and so forth, which rnay facilitate the completion of customs 
transactions. In the event of the invoices failing to comply with the above, 
Article 29 of the Customs Law will apply. 

7. Invoices of goods imported from countries other than the country of 
origin will not be accepted unless they are accompanied by the original 
invoice as set forth in clause 2 above, or with a copy authenticated by the 
official authority empowered so to act also certified by the Iraqi representative 
or his proxy in the country from which the goods are exported. 

8. (a) The Trade Discount referred to in article 30 of Law of Customs 
No. 56 for 1931 is every discount defined in the invoice as Trade 
Discount. 

(b) For the purpose of accepting = discount it must be supported 
by the original invoice issued by the manufacturer or supplier, 
or with commercial catalogues and the supplier’s confidential 
price list, which will be available to all importers of that class of 
property. The competent director of Customs and Excise may at 
his discretion refuse to accept the discount should he find the 
evidence insufficient to support it. 


9. The following are exempt from the above provisions: 
(i) Government imports. 
(ii) Imports of oil companies in Iraq. 
(iii) Goods imported for the account of foreign diplomatic and consular 
services in Iraq and specialized agencies. 


(iv) Goods imported for the account of British Forces in Iraq and 
N.A.A.F.1. establishments belonging to them. 


(v) Goods imported through Tribes. 

(vi) Publications that are not subject to dues. 
(vii) Personal effects. 
(viii) Personal gifts not exceeding I.D. 10 in value. 

(ix) Commercial samples not exceeding I.D. 10 in value. 

(x) Authorities and establishments whom the Director-General of 
Customs and Excise may choose to exempt from presenting 
invoices. 

These regulations came into force on June 12. 

Realizing how unacceptable these regulations would be to exporters, 
the Board of Trade have been attempting to obtain their removal or 
their postponement to allow for time to make adequate representations 
to the Iraq authorities. So far these efforts have not been successful. 
Meanwhile, as a temporary measure, the following procedure has 
been devised by the Iraqi Customs authorities. 

(a) Goods can be cleared from Customs immediately provided a 

deposit is lodged against subsequent production of original 
invoices. 


(b) Deposits will be effective for fifteen days or one month at the 
discretion of the Custom authorities. They will be lodged in 
case or, at the discretion of Custom authorities, by bank 
guarantee. 


(c) Deposits will be at a rate of 5 Iraqi dinars per invoice where 
duty is at fixed rate. For ad valorem duties it will be at the rate 
of 15 per cent. for consignments valued at 100 dinars and under 
and at 10 per cent. if declared value exceeds that figure. 


(d) If one copy only is produced the consignment may be cleared 
against deposit of 5 dinars pending production of additional 
copies. 


The Board of Trade are continuing to press for reconsideration of 
these regulations and are in consultation with merchant associations 
on the subject.

Labelling of Pharmaceutical Exports 


RECENTLY the Iraq authorities decided that pharmaceutical products 
imported for local consumption would be required to carry all 
information on labels, leaflets and directions, in the Arabian language. 
These requirements presented certain difficulties for exporters and 
the Board of Trade have sought, through the British Embassy in 
Bagdad, a clarification of the new Iraqi instructions. Information just 
received points out that the Iraqis make no distinction between 
‘proprietaries,’ ‘medical specialities’ and ‘ethical’ products. Any such 
goods can be sold over the counter by Iraqi retailers without a doctor’s 
prescription except poisons such as our pharmacists would enter in 
their poison’s registers. 


The Iraq Ministry of Health, realizing that their issued instructions 
on the subject were not clear, have now issued an explanatory 
memorandum concerning the printing in the Arabic language of the 
‘Directions for use’ on drugs, as follows: 


‘In view of the misunderstanding arising from the interpretation of our 
Circular No. 12330 of April 20, 1955, relating to the instructions issued 
concerning printing in the Arabic language the “Directions for use’’ which 
accompany drugs and medicines imported into Iraq, it is necessary to 
clarify those instructions as follows: 


1. The type of medicine and composition, etc. in the “Directions for 
Use” is intended to mean the method of use, whether the drug must be 
taken orally or used externally, or taken in drops or through injections, 
etc. In addition, the directions must state in detail the size of the dose and 
important precautions such as excess of dosage prescribed if the drug 
contains poison, storage in a cool place and away from access to children, 
and if the preparation contains piosonous matter, repetition of the pre- 
scription without a second consultation of the physician, etc., information 
which essentially must be known to the patient. 

2. The information set forth in the foregoing paragraph must be given 
in the Arabic language in the ‘‘Directions for Use’”’ accompanying the drug, 
inserted inside the package and not outside. 

3. These instructions shall apply to proprietary patent medical prepara- 
tions only. 

4. The period within which the notice in question must be executed shall 
be three months which may be extended if deemed necessary by this 
Ministry.’

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Import Regulations Modified 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have received notification of a regulation 
which eases the control over certain imports into Iraq. 


A summary of the Import Regulations currently in force in that 
country is given below for the convenience of exporters. It replaces 
all previous notices on this subject. These regulations apply to imports 
from the United Kingdom payable in sterling. 

So far as exporters in the United Kingdom are concerned it is 
recommended that in conducting business in Iraq, payments should 
be by irrevocable letter of credit, unless a business relationship is 
of long standing and has proved satisfactory. They should make 
certain that importers hold, where necessary, a licence valid for a 
period to cover the arrival and clearance of the goods; goods of limited 
allocation imported without a licence are liable to confiscation and 
permission to re-export is not easily obtained. 

In order to obtain import licences for the import of goods of limited 
allocation an importer must be registered with the Iraqi Directorate 
of Imports. Licences are granted to importers who have previously 
imported such commodities or who own stores in which those com- 
modities are sold. 


Commodities 

For the purpose of import control goods are grouped in the following 
three categories: 

(a) Goods of limited allocation for which import licences must be 

obtained ‘with exchange’ or ‘without exchange’ (see appendix I). 

(b) Goods the import of which is prohibited (see appendix II). 

(c) All other goods which may be imported without an import 

licence. 

‘With exchange’ means that the importers are authorized to purchase 
exchange officially in Iraq. Licences ‘without exchange’ are issued to 
importers who prefer to use funds from accounts which they hold 
abroad or obtain on the local free market, for payment of the imported 


annually by the Iraqi authorities for each of the ‘restricted’ com- 
modities shown in Appendix I. 


Licences 


VALIDITY OF LICENCES. An import licence is valid initially for 
two months. Before the expiry of this period a letter of credit must 
be opened or shipping documents produced as evidence of the 
importer’s bona fide interest in importing the goods. The validity of 
the licence is then automatically extended to six months. If such 
evidence is not produced within the two months then the licence is 
cancelled. 


EXTENSION OF LICENCES. If the goods have not arrived within 
the six months then the licence, upon application by the importer, 
will be extended for a further six months. Normally, however, goods 
will be cleared by the Customs authorities up to thirty days after the 
date of expiry of the import licence without the need for an applica- 
tion for extension. 


CONDITIONS OF Issue. If an importer has already been issued 
with a licence for a particular commodity, he will not be granted 
another until he proves that the first one has been used up or cancelled. 


Exchange Control and Insurance 


The Exchange Control authorities require evidence that the goods 
are actually being imported. Advance payments, for which the 
approval of the Exchange Control Committee is a prerequisite, may 
be given in such cases as large orders for factory plant. 

Letter of credit opened in connection with goods subject to import 
licence should have a validity period of eight months which can be 
extended with the import licence. 

Imports must be insured in Iraq and invoiced on a C and F basis.

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Revised Regulations for the Issue of Import Licences 


THE FOLLOWING announcement has been made by the Licensing 
Department of the Finnish Government. 


‘As from July 1 the importer will deposit 10 per cent. of the value of the 
goods into an account held by the Bank of Finland. This deposit will be 
returned to the importer without interest when the licence has been fully 
taken up, but not earlier than 3 months after the licence has been granted. 
In the case of partly used or unused licences the deposit will be returned 
when the period of validity of the licence has expired. 

‘The deposit is not payable, however, (a) for imports of goods, the c.i.f. 
value of which is under 50,000 Fmks., (b) for import licences granted for 
gifts, (c) for imports payable in currency the allocation of which is not 
restricted by the Bank of Finland at the time when the licence is issued, 
and (d) for import licences which, in accordance with existing regulations, 
do not incur payment of a licence-fee. 

*The basic validity of import licences for which the deposit is payable, 
except in the case of “terminal-licences,” is six months. In fact, however, 
the validity of the licence is extended until the 15th or the last day of the 
month following the six-monthly period, except when this period expires 
exactly on the 15th or the last day of the month. Terminal licences may be 
obtained in those cases when the payment or delivery time is longer than 
6 months. 


*The licences for which a deposit is payable may be extended by a maxi- 
mum of one month. 

‘If the value of the licence is increased, an additional deposit of 10 per 
cent. of the increase in its c.i.f. value must be paid except when this increase 
does not exceed a maximum of 10 per cent. of the original value of the 
licence or 50,000 Fmks. 

‘The deposit is payable to the Licence Department at the same time as 
the licence fee and it is returnable to the importer through the Licence 
Department.’ 


The Licence Board have announced that the new deposit-system 
will not involve any changes in the method of applying for import 
licences apart from the obligation to pay the deposit at the same time 
as the import licence fee.

2nd International Automation 
Exposition in Chicago 


THE SECOND ANNUAL International Automation Exposition is to 
be held at the Navy Pier, Chicago, from November 14 to 17, 1955. 
During the same week the American Society of Mechanical Engineers 
will be celebrating its 75th anniversary and it is, therefore, likely 
that many more engineers will be in Chicago than would be there if 
the two events were held separately. 


The organisers are Richard Rimbach Associates, of 845 Ridge
